Bringing The Arts To Andover :

Andover residents would have laughed if 
even years ago someone told them And- 
over would be home to a performing arts 
center on a par with Boston stages— that 
could attract top-notch Broadway shows 
and musical entertainers 

But with the opening of the J. Everett 
Collins Center for the Performing Arts this 
past fall the 1,250-seat hall, originally 
planned to be an auditorium for Andover 
High School students, proved to towns- 
people that the dream could be a reality 

With the hard work, and foresight, of 
many local residents and business people 
the Collins Center, at Andover High, has 
turned into a bustling business. And the 
returns are starting to pay off explained 
Glen Gulezian and John Shuman, the full- 
time administrators of the center who 
started working there as volunteers when 
the center was still an idea 

After months of pounding the pavement 
to bring shows to Andover and working with 
contacts and performer's agents the tables 
were turned when folksinger Judy Collins 
agent called the Collins Center to see if she 
could perform on the Andover stage since 

e She would be performing in the area and 
had an open evening 

It hasn't all be easy going for the center, 
which opened for the first time in Septem 
ber with an inaugural concert featuring the 
Boston Pops. Because there isn't an endow 
nent to draw from, the financial planning 
Dackstage has been ‘‘hand to mouth,’ ex 
plained Gulezian. The shows that have been 

tured at the center start at $10,000, half 


which must be paid up front aS a down 


So when the cash-flow becomes a prob 
lem Gulezian and Shuman don’t bring home 
a paycheck for their work 

We agreed to be paid last,’’ said Shu- 
man. And this month the pair, who formed 
the Artistic Productions company this fall 
to manage the center, didn’t get paid. It has 
been an expensive few months with the 
Broadway production of ‘Joseph and the 
Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat"’ on Tues 
day, March 13 and The New Black Eagle 
Jazz Band appearing on Saturday, April 28 
then the Judy Collins performance suddenly 
booked for Friday, May 1]

what country I'd be going to. Then one evening | got a call and 
was told that I was going to Peru. I remember saying to my 
mom, ‘Peru? Isn't that somewhere down south?’ 

i left Massachusetts in the middle of February 1983 and 
went to Miami where I met 15 other Americans who were also 
going to Peru. We were so anxious to start our year. We 
arrived in Lima and stayed together for a three-day orienta- 
tion, after which we split up and went to different provinces. I 
stayed in Lima with seven other AFS students who later 
became my closest friends. 

We met our families and began adapting to a new way of 
lite. It was all really challenging. The Peruvian families are 
somewhat more conservative, especially if there are young 
girls in the family. I lived with the Alvizuri family, which 
consisted of my host parents, a 14-year-old brother, Juan, and 
an 18-year-old sister, Carolina. Trying to become a part of a 
different family is difficult, but through AFS, it’s very re- 
warding. We learned so much from each other and, most of 
all. came to love and appreciate one another 

School in Peru is very different. I went to a private, coed 
school which was very small. We stayed in one room from 
8:30 to 2:45. The teachers were the ones that changed classes 
Peruvian students have between 13 and 15 different subjects 
during the week. Peruvian students study much less than we 
do and the curriculum is somewhat easier too. The two most 
important things I gained from going to school were being 
with Peruvian students my own age and experiencing their 
school system and learning the Spanish language 

During tree time, my friends and I would go to the beach o1 
sightseeing. At night there were always parties. The Peruvi 
ans really enjoy giving parties. They usually don't start until 
10 p.m., but they last all night and into the morning 

The Peruvians, as a whole, are very friendly and warm 
people. They seem to be low key and aren't as rushed as we 
are in America. They seem to appreciate the time they have 
while we sometimes try to rush time 

I also learned quite a lot from traveling. Two of my friends 
and I were tortunate to see many parts of Peru that most 
tourists can’t get to see. We never seemed to consider our 
Selves as tourists because we had become part of the Peruvi 
in culture 

All in all, I'd have to sy my experience was the best. It had 
its low times too, but in comparison from what I've 
Was ali worth it

quick German lessons. The town was very old and at the same time modern. One of the 
things | remember most was an artist copying a Renoir painting in chalk in the middle of 
the street.

School was almost out by the time I got there so I only went a couple days. Once was toa 
high school with one of my sisters. It was very hard to follow a class being taught in 
German. Another day | went to the school where my father taught English. He had the

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ontinuing To Fight Town Hall, 
Doyle Has His ‘Day In Court’ 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


John Doyle of Reservation Road returned to town meeting 
last week with his 14-vear effort to ‘fight town hall,’ but after 
nearly 45 minutes of discussion — actually more monologue 
than discussion — Doyle's two articles were defeated 

Following the vote on Articles 34 and 35, Moderator James 
Doherty concluded, *‘I hope Mr. Doyle realizes he’s had his 
day in court 

During his remarks Tuesday night, Doyle criticized town 
officials both living and dead, and questioned the role of the 
moderator and town counsel in ‘‘ruling’’ town meeting. 

With the first article, Doyle proposed authorizing the select- 
men to take action to nullify a January 1982 ruling of the 
county commissioners: That ruling directed the town to 
accept Whispering Pines Drive as a public street 

Whispering Pines residents had appealed to the county after 
1981 annual town meeting defeated their bid for street accep- 
tance, following a strong appeal to defeat the street accep- 
tance from Doyle 

Town meeting defeated an earlier version of Article 34 last 
and at one point during last year’s discussion the 
moderator ruled Doyle out of order 

Doyle had also tried to insert essentially the same article on 
the warrant in 1982, but the selectmen would not accept the 
article after town counsel said he considered it illegal 

Last week, Doyle told voters he has been fighting the 
acceptance of the 16-year-old street since 1970. He called the 

suntv commissioners ruling a “‘phony street acceptance

Doyle said. ‘It’s the winning 


Town Counsel Alfred Daniels explained that the county 
commissioners’ ruling could have been appealed in Superior 
Court, but the appeals period ended 30 days after the ruling 
was made more than two years ago. He recommended 
deteat of the article 

Article 35 would have empowered town counsel to deter- 
mine the legality of all articles proposed for insertion on the 
warrant, and would have empowered the selectmen to reject 
irticles when counsel judges them illegal. 

Doyle maintained that the selectmen ‘have been practicing 
this regularly without empowerment.”’ The selectmen recom- 
mended disapproval of the article. 

Daniels said he does not rule articles off the warrant, but 
only recommends that ruling to the selectmen. He said ‘'99 
percent’ of articles are accepted, but he recommends exclud- 
ing articles that contravene the town charter, state law or the 
Constitution 

Town counsel added that according to town charter, the 
selectmen are an executive board and have no judicial power 
Dovle’s Article 35 would be more properly submitted as a 
charter change, he said 

Daniels added that Doyle’s contention that town counsel 
was trving to take power over town meeting was ‘‘literally

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West Andover Development Hinges On 
River Road Improvement Planners Say

While two out-of-town developers dis- 
cussed their plans to locate new businesses 
on Old River Road Andover planning offi- 
cials told the Zoning Board of Appeals that 
Old River Road must be upgraded before 
there is any more development in the 
town's busiest industrial section 

The board was presented with a three- 
phase traffic plan for River Road and Old 
River Road at their meeting last Thursday 
night. And Andover’s Director of Commu- 
nity Development and Planning Johnathan 
B. Gilmore told the seven zoning board 
members that the two projects will congest 
the already overburdened River Road un- 
less road improvements are begun. 

The two developers met with some resis- 
tance on Thursday, one from abutters and 
the other from the zoning board members 

In a one-hour presentation Thomas Walsh 
and Ormond Twitchell, of Ocean Properties 
in Boca Raton, Florida, told the board 
about the $25 million hotel and convention 
center they hope to build on a 16-acre site at 
the end of Old River Road. Complete with 
four-color posters and brochures the duo 
ind Walsh's son Bill Walsh, explained they 


have built two-dozen luxury hotels in the 


Southeast and Southwestern United States 
and now want to establish themselves in 
New England 

But the developers did not provide the 
board with specifics about the six variances 
and four special permits they requested to 
construct their six story hotel, restuarant, 
lounge, convention and recreation facility 
and 125,000 square foot office building at the 
edge of the Merrimack River. Instead, they 
talked about their successes in other parts 
of the country 

The largest hurdle the Florida builders 
have to overcome is a town by-law that 
specifies hotels must be no higher than two 
stories, or 35 feet. Calling it impossible to 
build a hotel within those height guidelines 
Twitchell said Ocean Properties wanted to 
construct ‘‘a hotel, not a motel. A piace 
where 1 few days and not check in 
at 11 p.m. and leave at 5 a.m.’’

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That Agonizing Decision 


That early morning announcement, eagerly 
awaited by youngsters, sometimes dreaded by 
parents, ‘No School, All Schools, All Day,’ is never 
a fait accomplis as far as the decision-makers are 
concerned. 

Those who decide whether or not to cancel 
classes due to weather, in this area school superin- 
tendents, often agonize over the decision for seve- 
ral hours, then become apprehensive after the 
finality of the announcement. 

That situation must have prevailed a week ago 
when an early spring storm caused a multitude of 
problems on a Thursday which began under over- 
cast skies and forecasts of severe weather. 

But, when it was time for yotingsters to leave for 
classes and school buses to roll, there wasn’t a 
snowflake falling. And, with a knowledge of New 
England’s changeable weather, the decision to 
allow schools to be in session seemed a wise one. 

As the day progressed, the storm’s intensity 
heightened to blizzard proportions. The results are 
well-known, what with downed power lines, diffi- 
cult travel conditions and downed branches and 
“trees. 

There was one problem of major consequence in 
Andover when a school bus got stuck on Highland 
Road, filled with 80 youngsters enroute home from 
Bancroft School 

There were no injuries, fortunately, and there 
were some heroics as reported in these columns a 
week ago 

Parents were distraught as the storm continued 
to swirl and daylight turned to darkness with no 


indication of where their youngsters were. 

It was an unfortunate situation at best and one in 
retrospect which probably could have been 
avoided, simply through avoiding the communica- 
tion gap which had developed. 

Parents were rightfully concerned. 

There was no way of them knowing that the bus 
had encountered difficulty. Nor were they aware 
that the driver had braved the elements to walk to 
the bus company garage to obtain another vehicle 
to continue the homeward-bound trek. 

Too, they were unaware that a town plow was 
escorting the bus to insure safe passage. 

Also unkown was the fact that many of the 
Bancroft staff had remained at the school with 
other bus youngsters to insure their safety. 


Trouble was nobody called, either from school to 
home, or vice versa, or there was difficulty in 
making connection from home to school. 

Fortunate it was that there were no injuries, and 
that thinking people like the bus driver, the young- 
sters who monitored the bus in her absence, the 
town crews and the school staff, maintained a 
protective presence and a calm ina difficult situa- 
tion. 


Unfortunate is the fact that it is a difficult way 
to learn that the concerns of some 80 parents could 
easily have been allayed through communications. 

But it will be a lesson well-learned if a contin- 
gency plan is established to cope with such a 
situation should it arise again some day 

Doubtless such planning is already underway

Every time my senior-year high school English 
teacher gave us a writing assignment, someone in 
the class would ask, ‘Mr. Cahill? How long does it 
have to be?”’ 

Mr. Cahill always gave us the same answer: “‘As 
long as a Cat's tail.’’ By the second or third week of 
classes, we all knew how long a cat's tail was, 
according to Mr. Cahill: ‘As long as it has to be.”’ 

Mr. Cahill came to mind last week as I watched 
town meeting unfold, although ‘‘unfold’’ is too lei- 
surely a term for this year’s hypertensive Tuesday- 
night session. Squeezing a 68-article warrant into 
two nights of business was, | think, unfortunate — 
and unfair. 

| offer this opinion as a true fan of town meeting, 
and one who wouldn't stand behind the gavel for 
anything. The moderator earns every cent of his 
$100 salary (Article 7), and he does it with style, wit 
agd confidence. 

The moderator told us early on that he was 
determined to lead us through the warrant in two 
nights. Such optimism was admirable Monday 
night. But by 8 o'clock Tuesday night, with only 35 
articles completed, that optimism should have gone 
out the window 

I don't believe discussion of any article was 
surpressed or curtailed. Debates over articles that 
were not, in this citizen’s opinion, of great import to 
great numbers of townspeople went on — and on 
and on — and that, citizens, is town meeting 

But that free discussion pushed several major 
zoning articles past prime time. Condos in 
Shawsheen Village? That came up somewhere 
close to 10 o'clock. Condos in West Andover? 10:15 
p.m. A new funeral home on Elm Street? 1] p.m. A 
bank on River Road? Almost incredibly, 11:40 p.m 

At that hour the only people still hanging around 
were the ones who'd already made up their minds, 
and the ones who had a vested interest. The voters 
who might have been willing to listen to both sides 


* had either hit the parking lot, or were just too'tired 


to care anymore 

Mavbe there's nothing really wrong with that 
But I'd like someone who cares aboiit the town — 
not just their neighborhood or their business 
someone who's willing to look at a question in the 
abstract. to be there to stand up or stay seated 
when the votes are taken 

What's more. two articles written by town offi- 
cials on adult entertainment, a legitimate topic for 
Andover's consideration, were withdrawn when 
somewhere past midnight, one voter questioned the 
existence of a quorum — as he had every right to 
ao 

The FinComm report tells us every year that 
town meetings are “‘not for the faint of heart.’’ But 
ire they also not tor those who have to face the 
Southeast Expressway at 7 tomorrow morning? Are 
thev also not for those who haven't 
iwake to see who wins the Oscar for best support 
ing actor, never mind best picture’ 

The meeting could have been more comfortably 
that might have 
been managed by adjourning at 10 p.m. Monday and 
luesday nights, still leaving enough juicy articles 
to bring back voters tor a third night. Perhaps then 

uld have had enough energy and objectivi- 
to give articles that held major implications 
for the town their due 

| appreciate the moderator’s efforts to conduct 
town meeting according to his best judgment. I 
know that every town meeting session costs money, 
and I know it's not easy to drag a, quorum into the 
hall. And I know, I know all about hindsight. But 
this year, a two-night schedule shortchanged voters 
and article-writers alike. In this quest for efficien- 
cy, town meeting was not served

WASHINGTON — Gene- 
vieve Giuffrida recently 
returned from a free, all- 
expenses-paid trip to Brus- 
sels, Rome, Tel Aviv and 
Paris. She and her husband 
went first-class all the way 

They were not sweep- 
stakes winners 

Her husband, Louis Giuf- 
frida, happens to be the 
nation’s civil defense chief 
The trip was official busi- 
ness — which means the 
taxpayers paid for it. 

Why did Mrs. Giuffrida 
get to go along? She is not a 
government official. 

We made some inquiries 
and learned that her run of 
good luck began when she 
received a letter last month 
at her home in Falls Church, 
Va. We don't know if the 
envelope said, “YOU are a 
winner!’ or warned her 
‘Don’t throw this away 
without reading,” or any of 
the other come-ons used by 
mail-order contest hustlers. 
Probably not 

But the letter sure sound- 
ed like the kind of junk mail 
we all get from time to 
time. It began, “Dear Mrs. 
Giuffrida: You have been 
invited by the governments 
of Italy and Israel ....” and 
went on from there. The let- 
ter informed her that she 
had been invited to attend a 
session of NATO's civil 
emergency planning com- 
mission in Brussels. She was 
also to go to Rome, Tel Aviv 
and Paris. 

Mrs. Giuffrida was told 
she would fly first-class, and 
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Civil defense chief's wife 
goes along for the ride 


have her per diem expenses 
paid throughout the trip. The 
estimated cost was $7,200 

The letter announcing 
Mrs. Giuffrida’s good for- 
tune was from the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency — her husband is 
the director — and it was 
signed by his executive dep- 
uty director, Fred J. Villel- 
la. 

The letter didn’t explain 
what led the governments of 
Italy and Israel to invite the 
director's wife to accompa- 
ny him on his official junket. 
But then, they could afford 
to be gracious — the U.S. 
government was picking up 
the tab. 

Our associate John Dillon 
inquired about Mrs. Giuffri- 
da’s trip, but a FEMA 
spokesman could not explain 
why it was “necessary” for 
her to participate, as the let- 
ter had stated. This question 
is especially germane 
because the agency’s travel 
budget was recently cut by 
20 to 25 percent 

But the spokesman had a 
ready explanation for why 
Mrs. Giuffrida travelled 
first class. Her husband has 
a back condition. It flares up 
whenever he has to fly for 
more than 3,000 miles in the 
cheaper seats, so he goes 
first class on long trips 

Although Mrs. Giuffrida’s 
back is apparently fine, she 
went first class so she could 
sit with her husband.

Six program advisor posts in the town’s 
public school system were formally abo- 
lished and four teachers were not re-elected 
to teach next fall by the School Committee 
on Tuesday night 

The committee had agreed in principal, 
two weeks ago, to drop the six program 
advisors. But those now employed as the 
program directors will not be without tea 
ching jobs next fall, School Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert told THE TOWNSMAN 
They will return to their departments, with 
the seniority rank they had in their depart- 
ments when they left. There is the possibili- 
ty, though, that teachers at the bottom end 
of the seniority ladder will be bumped as 
the program advisors return to the class- 
rooms 

And. because all teachers have to be 
notified by April 15 if they do not have 
teaching jobs for next fall, four teachers 
will receive word that they gnay not be 
hired back. Linda Amundsen, a music in- 
structor; Janet Wolbarst, a West Junior 
High art teacher; Christine Munger, who 
teaches math at West Elementary; and Roy 
Kennedy Jr., a science teacher at Andover 
High School may lose their jobs depending 
on enrollment figures for next year and 
budget restrictions. As the Schoo! Commit- 
tee voted to inform them they may not be 
re-hired they did so noting it was a precau- 
tionary move and did not reflect on the 
teaching abilities of those people 

The program advisor positions abolished 
on Tuesday night were advisors in language 
arts, foreign languages, math, occupational 
education, social studies and science. The 
program advisors coordinated their specif 
ic programs throughout the public school 
system

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Nursing Home Permit Renewal

At their meeting last Thursday night Appeals Board mem- 
bers made no decision on the Academy Nursing Home's 
request for a renewal of their special permit to add a $4 
million addition to their Morton Street building. 

Andover Atty. Philip Sullivan, representing the nursing 
home at the Memorial Hall Library meeting room, explained 
that the old permit, granted in June of 1982, would expire 
before building could begin on the site. 

Although nursing home administrators have had their per-
